ABOUT PLATE CLASS. 

Uow Thai Wlili-h I. Cast I, alanuract- 

orwa ana riui.h.ii. 

The moat impci !;mt form of cast 
glass, and the roost largely producod, 1* 
plate glass or, as It niltjht moro prop- 
erly bo called, east pttsfn glass. TbU is 
tho well knoAn cost, ground and pol- 
ished plato usM for windows, mirrors, 
etc.. and aho'ill not bo confounded with 
the blown elall ond patent plate, which 
aro blown glass. In tho manitUuUro of 
eoit plato furuacos and pots of tho ordi- 
nary coaatrucllon ore used, tbo melting 
pots, howeror, somotlmcs holding two 
or two and a half tous ot hatoh. In 
French works and In some others, two 
forms of |sitsuro used, which aro placod 
side by aide In the furnace, tho ordinary 
melting pot, and on auxiliary potcallod 
a "ourvette,** large enough to bold suffi- 
cient gloat to cast a shoot of a given 
aize. Tho molten glass la ladled from 
the pot Into the rurvotte, allowed to 
clear If necussary, and Is then east In 
most works, however, tho practlco Is to 
pour or coat directly from tho pot In 
which tho glass Is melted, and in other 
cases It Is ladled from tho pots to tho 
casting table. 

Tho oasllng-tshlo, tormorly ma le of 
brenie. la BOW made ot ono piece of coat 
Iron, heavy .ml thick, and In width and 
length ovecedtng tho dimensiona ot tbo 
lorgeit sheet gloss. It la commonly 
mounted oo wheels, running ou a track 
laid down tbo center of tl 
room, on 
annealing ovens. 

A heavy cast Iron rollor tbo full 
breadth of tbo table is arranged to roll 
It* wbolo length by means ot a ipur 
wheel on tho roller working gearing on 
the aide of tho table. Tho height from 
the table at which It rolla. and conse- 
quently the thlcknois of the glass, la 
regulate I by narrow e'rip, of metal 
placed along tho edgo of tha table, 
while the width la detormlnnd by what 
Is known a, tho "gun," two plains of 
cast metal bolted together, adjustable 
to tho breadth doslrod, nnd moving with 
tbo rollor and before It All bolng 
rendy for costing, n pot filled with tho 
molten glass la removed from tho melt- 
ing furnaco, placed on a truck and run 
to tho casting tablo 

Tbo pot la lifted from t*o truck by 
means of a crane. Is suspended over ono 
end of the table nnd tilted, and the 
acml-fiuld mass being poured out, tho 
roller Is moved forward, flattening the 
glass and rolling it Into a uniform 
thli knoss, while the "gun" prevents it 
from spreading to a greater width than 
Is lie, trod. As soon as the plate baa 
solidified sufficiently to hear moving, It 
is laid In tbo annealing oven en tho 
"flat" to alowly cool. All tho opera- 
tions ore porformod with tlio greatost 
rapidity, that tho plato may bo as hot 
as possible when laid In tbo even. The 
nttmhor of plates that can bo put In nn 
oven varlui with the alio of tho plates. 
Hut ono layor of thoao doslgnod 
for polishing can be placed inOit, 
conao<|iiuntly a largo number of ovens 
Is need d wboro largo platos aro made. 
Th.-s.. ovena aro large, shallow brick 
furnaces, wltn floors as smooth and lovol 
aa possible, at tho aoml-ploatlc moss 
molds ltaolf Into tho unovonnoss, and 
any bending of the platos would mako 
them vnlueleaa. As soon aa tho plate is 
placed In tho oven oil tbo openings arc 
carefully closod, and the oven fa al- 
lowed to cool gradually to* point where 
tho gloss moy bo aafoly removed, gon- 
orally requiring about three days. Tho 
cast plato as It coraos from the ovon is 
rough nnd irregular on its surface, con- 
atltutlng tho rough glass of couimorco. 
and In this form It la used for roofs and 
floors, and oven windows wboro light 
without transparency is desired. —Amor- 
Icon Uiassworker.

apiary. The lot ia adapted iu every 
way for creamery purposes, having 
two excellent springs of puro water 
.....I a dry rave iu Ik* lulbido near by 
whirh .niild U. utilized for storing 
ami keeping butter iu dull season*. 

A suitable house hu-s l«ru built and 
th. n.i.sl in pi mod machinery put iu 
the entire plaut costing aouiHtlitug 
like UfXO- Orations *tn Is-gui, 
M Nov. 1, with tho lirms own cows, 
nlx>ut :!0 iu number.

Tho Titprrso, as tho people o( Capri 
ore citllrj, arc simple, very conftdinjf, 
grateful for klndiies*, cattily amused, 
and given to look on tho bright side ot 
life. They are industrious, and havo a 
koen eyo to tho "mnln elianeo." That* 
oro not poor, comparatively speaking, 
and tlitro nro no thrives. Jty thiev e I 
mean roMier* on a large, scale. The 
pe asants who havo no gardens will steal 
a few vegetables from their richer 
neighbors when thoy can get the 
chance, M|4 Rprv.tnts will add a solda 
or two to tho prico of every article 
they got lor the padroni-. On the other 
hand, hemes may be hftoptn day and 
night without fear, and money In 
unlocked drawers Is porfectly safe. It 
is argued that tho difllctiljj there would 
be in cenveyfng stolen goods secretly 
and speedily off the ibland explains tho 
scarcity of thieves, but a reason for 
good behavior may also be found, I 
think, in tho absence of that squalid 
misery which Is a chief incentive to 
Criino. 

The Caprese aro religious— which dooa 
not prevent them from swindling 
forcMticri as much as possible. "Protest- 
ants were mado to bo flocced," urgo tho 
priests. Their religious ideas, a* U 
natural with so practical a peuplo, tako 
a vory practical form. If tho fUhermen 
attend mass regularly, Ssiit' Antonio, 
patron saint of fishermen, will bo so 
pleased that be will beg the good tied 
to send them a lino harvest of fish. Tho 
masses, therefore, are always addressed 
to a largo and devout congrcgatl 
And so It is in all their dealings with 
the higher powers. So much devo- 
tion and money spent in wax candles, 
processions and' fire-works— for which 
tho Baints appear to have a peculiar 
partiality— so much worldly prosperity. 
The motive seems low, hut at any rate 
the people believe profoundly in tho 
gods above— thoir devotion Is real, and 
there Is no pretense at a tuith for the 
sake of appearances. They believe also 
that tho recitation of a certain number 
of aves and paternosters will help to 
heil wounds and sores, aches and pains, 
of every description. The altar of tho 
Madonna is surrounded by littlo waxon 
effigies of arms, legs, hearts and so 
forth, showing how potent aro her 
pleadings with tho Trinity- for the 
waxen arms, otc corresponded to fleshy 
members which havo beon healed by 
means of her intercession!.— CornfaiU 
MugaKlne. 

GRASSHOPPER WAR. 

Fourteen Tlionaand .Men Are Planting the 
I'liiue In \ i n' i ' • 

Tmmenso swarms or grasshoppers have 
invaded parti of tho country of Algeria 
and ore spoiling luUof things. Two 
thou«and soldiors. ait'.od by 12.000 
Arabs, havo beon employed to fight tho 
post The roadways ■ resent tho np- 
pearanco of a hnttlo-fleld, and extraor- 
dinary efforts are being made to rid tho 
surrounding country of this insect ene- 
my. 

This Is not tho flr*t timo that this 
plaguo has devastated Algeria. In 1 MB 
the harvosts of almost tho entire coun- 
try were dostroyod by grasshoppers. 
From 1747 to 1740 theao insects deso- 
lated Algeria, extending thoir ravagos 
oven to parts of Europe. 

Millions on millions of tho dead 
bodies of theso insects aro covering at 
prcsont tho great roadway loading from 
Mascara to Mostaganim and tilling the 
springs an 1 rivers. Tho task of killing 
theso masses of grasshopper* is no 
small one. Imagine a district of cue 
hundred mllosin clrcutnferoace, which 
not long ago was covered with wheat, 
tobacco, and tig and olivo trees, but 
now is so densely covered with grass- 
hoppers that not a single green branch 
3T leaf can no seen, For three years a 
distinguished Turlsan naturalist, M. 
Kunkel, has been studying bow to ex- 
term ins to tboso creatures. Tho Ixjst 
plan seems to bo that of stamping tho 
moving, qulvorlng heaps with tho baro 
foot Shovels and othor sharp Instru- 
ments aroused, but It has boon noticed 
that tho elastic layers of grasshoppers 
tend to rebound after pressure and only 
tho layers on top aro crushed. Largn 
fires have also boon lighted, but tho 
dcuso smoke arising from the flames Is 
only partly effoctlvu In preventing tho 
descent of thoso all-dcvuuriiig swarms. 
— London Lottcr.

t W»t Verr Qunlnt mini Unlike the 1 arli ot 
To. liar* 

Old Paris Is vastly intorosting and 

•asy to visit, too; D'Artagnan would 
have stared at its modern map and 
would hardly have found the city of 
ItUS upon It; for of tho 108 or so of ruled 
iquaros; which barely includo tho me- 
tropolis of to-day, a dnzon cover tho 
(own of tho Miiskoetcrs, tho walls of 
which upon tho right bank of tho 
Sclno cut straight across tho garden of 
tho Tuilorles, sliced off u corner of tho 
present Palais Iloyal (.ardens, ran 
northeast to tho boulevards, then 
really what their name signifies— forti- 
fied rain parts—and followed thorn to 
tho DeiUle. 

Even during tho youth of tho IBUSka- 
tcers the io wall i had grown elastic, and 
sieges of great ollles were out of fashion. 
Henry II. had lowered tbo walls, and 
Hlcholiou breached thorn to make >vay 
for tho Palais Cardinal, which lift last 
will changed Into the Palais Koyul and 
tbo proporty of tho King.
